The Sunne being in Piſces,it is 
more moiſt then cold; and for the moſt part 
ſtore of wind is ſtirring, eſpecially in the miaſt

He Spring (according to our Aſtromicall 

account) beginneth this yeare vpon the 
tenth of March, when the Sunne entreth the 
firſt minute of Aries, making the Vernall Equi- 
noctiall, the dayes and nights of equall length 
throughout the whole world : and in general 
is of nature hot and moiſt, but very vncon- 
ſtant, as ſometime rainie, . and 
lometimes cold. The cold of Winter is now di- 
miniſhed, and the pores of the earth which haue 
been long ſhut vp and bound with cold, arc 
now looſened, by reaſon of the Sunnes appro- 
chiag toward our Vertiall circle z and moiſture 
often falleth by reaſon of the nearneſſe of 
Winter. In the beginning (the ſunne being in 
Aries) the weather inclineth more to moiſture 


then heateʒand in the middle (the ſunne being 
in 
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in Taurus) it is equall for heate and moiſture, 
as ſometimes hot, and ſometimes ſhowrie: and 
in the end of this Quarter (the Sunne being in 
Cemini) it is more hot then moiſt. ln this Quar- 
ter vſually there are many ſodaine ſtormes of 
wind, by reaſon of the meane temperature of 
the aire. f 

The Sickneſles of this Quarter, are ſmall 
Poxe,Meaſcls,ſcabs,many hot diſeaſes procec- 
ding of corrupt blood, as Feuers, &c.
